D. Operations 

JULIUS WHITE CORNELL, JR, f continues as overall 
leader and HAZEL MACK continues to handle finances. Their 
dealings continue to be in cash and according to sources, they 
remain in financial difficulty* The $1,000 obtained from JANE 
FONDA was for the purpose of making bail for a member, JOE 
WADDELL, who is in jail in High Point, N. C, on Armed Robbery 
charges. WADDELL remains in jail and the money was used for 
other purposes such as payments to Black Panther Part y head* 
quarters and back newspaper expenses. Information of 
(SF T-22) indicates the group has an indebtedness to Blacl 
Panther Party headquarters for newspapers, but the amount has 
not been furnished.

I^aws and rules have always been made to serve people. Rules of . .'- 
society nre set up by people no that they will bo able to function in 
a harmonious way. In other words, in order to promote the general 
welfare of society, rules and law3 are established by men. Rules 
should serve men, and not men serve rules* Much of the time, the lans 
and rules which officials attcrant to inflict upon poor people are non 
functional in relation to the status of the poor in society* 

These officials are blind to the fact that people should not re- 
spect that are not serving thenu It is the duty of the poor to write 
and construct rules and laws that are in their^ better interests* lfei* 
is one of the basic human righto of all men. 

Before 1776, white people vc;re colonized by the English. The En* 
,..«* glich government had certain lav;* and x:iles that the colonized Ameri- 
cans viewed as not in their bort interests but as a colonized people. 
T At that time the English govern r^nt f*It that the eclcnised Americans 
had no right to establish lav— to promote the general welfare of the v 
people living here in America. Tuo colonized American felt ho had 
no choice but to raise the gun in d^enne of the welfare of the colon- 
ized people. At this time, he made certain laws insuring his protec- 
tion from external and intirral agressions from govcimracnts and 
agencies. One such form cf protection was the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, which states r "...vnonr.vcr rny government b^coTSG destrue-" 
tive to thrtse ends, it is the right of the people to alter or to 
abolish it, and to institute r. ncv/ Government, laying its foundations 
on such principles and organising itn powers in such forms as to them 
shall seen most likely to e'-cct th^ir safety and happiness** 

How these sarae colonized white psople, these ex-slaves* robbers, 
• and thieves, have dfcnicd the colonized black man the right to even 
speaTc of abolishing this op~>rec3ive system Which the vhite colonized 
American created* They have carried their madness to the four corners 
of tbe earth, and now there is universal rebellion against their con- 
tinued rale and power. The DIlcjc people in America are the only peo- 
ple who can free the world, loosen the yoke of colonialism and -destroy 
the war machine. As leng as the wheels of the imperialistic war ma- 
chine are turning there is no country that can defeat this monster of 
the VJest. But Black people can make a malfunction of this machine 
from within. Black people can destroy the machinery that's enslaving 
the world. America cannot stand to fight every Blr.ck country in the 
world and fight a civil war at thn* name time. It is pailitarily im- 
pissible to do both of these things at once. 

The slavery of Blacks in this country provides the oil for the ma- 
chinery of war that America ui;ec to enclave the peoples of the world. 
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Without thic oil the machinery cannot function . We aro the driving 
shaft; we arc in such a strategic position in thj.s machinery that, onco 
once we become dislocated, the functioning of tho remainder of the ma- 
chinery breaks down. 

Penned up in the ghettos of America, surrounded by his. factories 
and all the physical component of his economic system, we have been 
made into "the wretched of the earth, * who are relegated to the po- 
sition of spectators while the white racists run their international 
con game on tho suffering peoples. We have been brainwashed to be- 
lieve that we are powerless and that there is nothing ve can do for 
ourselves to bring about a speedy liberation for our people, W© 
have been taught that we mu3t please our oppressors, that we are only 
ten per cent of the population, and therefore, ve must confine our 
tactics to categories calculated not to disturb the fileep of our tor- 
mentors. 

The power structure inflicts pain and brutality upon the peoples 
and then provides controlled outlet* for the pain in ways least likely 
to upset them or interfere with the process of exploitation. The 
people must repudiate the channels established as tricks and deceit- 
ful snares by 'the exploiting oppressors. The pooplo must oppose every- 
thing the oppressor supports and support everything that he opposes. 
If Dlnck people go about their struggle for liberation in the way 
that the oppressor dictates and sponsors, then ve will have degen- 
erated to the level of grovelling flunkies for the oppressor himself* 
When the oppressor makes a vicious attack against freedom fighters 
because of tha way that such freedom fighters choose to go about their 
liberation, then ve know we are moving in the direction of our libera- 
tion. The racist dog oppressors have no rights which oppressed Black 
people are bound to respect. As long as the racist dogs pollute the 
earth with the evil of their actions, they do not deserve any respect 
at all, and the rules of their game, written in the people's blood, 
are beneath contempt. 

The oppressor must be harassed until his dcDm, He must have no 
peace by day or night. The slaves have always outnumbered the slave* 
masters. The power of the oppressor rests upon the submission of the 
people. When Black people really unite and rise up in all their 
splendid millions, they will have the strength to smash injustice. 
We do not understand the power in our numbers. We are millions and 
millions of Black people scattered across the continent and through- 
out the Western hemisphere. There are more Dlack people in America 
that the total population of many countries that now enjoy full men- 
bo rship in the United nations. They have power and their power is 
based primarily on the fact that-'they are organised and united with 
each other. They are recognized by the powers of the world. 

We, with all our numbers, are recognized by no one. In fact, we 
do r>t recognize our own selves. We are unaware of the potential 
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power Intent in our numbers* In 1967, in the midst of a hostile 
rnci^t nation whoso hidden rnrirm is rising to the surface at a phen- 
ominal speed, we are still go blind to our critical fiqht for our v<*ry 
survival that wc lire continuing to function in patty, futile ways* 
Divided, confused, fighting r.mong ourselves, we are still in the ele- 
mentary stage of throwing rod .3, sticks, empty wine bottles and beer 
cans at racist cops who lie in wait for a chance to murder unarmed 
Black people* The racist cops have worked out a system for sup-* 
pressing these spontaneous rebellions that flare up frum thv anger, 
frustration, and desperation of the masses of Black people* Vte can 
no longer afford the dubious luxury of the terrible casualties wan- 
tonly inflicted upon us by the cops during these -spontaneous rebellions. 



Black people must now move, irom tne grassroots up tnrpugn me per- 
fumed circles of the Black bourgeois ie, to seise by any weans necessary 
a proportionate share of the power vested and collected in the stru- 
cture of America. We must organize and unite to combat by long re- 
sistance the burtal force used against us daily* The power struc- 
ture depends upon the use of force within retaliation. This is v:hy 
they have m ;<le it a felony to teach guerilla warfare. This is why 
they want the people unarmed. 

The racist dog oppressor fears the armed people; they fear most of 
all Black people armed with weapons and the ideology of the Black Fa:?- 
thereparty for Self Defense. An unarmed people are slaves or are 
subject to slavery at any given moment. If a government is not afraid 
of the people it will arm the people from foreign aggression. Black 
people are held captive in the midst of their oppressors. There is a 
world of difference between thirty million unarmed, submissive Blcck 
people and thirty million Black people armed with freedom and defense 
guns and the strategic methods of liberation. 

When a mechanic wants to fix a broken-down car engine, he must have 
thennccessary tools to do the job. when the people move for liberation, 
they must have the basic tool of liberation: the gun. Only with the 
power of the gun can the Black masses halt the terror and brutality 
perpetuated against them by the armed racist power structure? and in 
one sense only by the power of the gun can the whole world be trans- 
formed! into the earthly paradise dreamed of by the people from time 
immemorial ♦ One successful practitioner of the art and science of 
national liberation and self dafense, Brother Mao Tse-tung, put it 
this way; N We are the advocates of the abolition of war. we do not 
want war; but war can only be abolished through war, and in order to 
g^t rid of the gun it is necessary to take up the gun*** 

The blood, sweat, tears and suffering of Black people are the foun- 
dations of the wealth and povfir'of the Vnitcd States of America. We 
were forced to build America, and if forced to, we will tear it dov/n. 
The immediate result of this destruction will be suffering and blood- 
shed* But the end result will be the perpetual peace for all mankind. 
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Historically, the pov*cr structure has demanded that Black r •? *.<!;. r 5 
cater to their desires and to the edefs of the *mper?.al istic r*:r. ; ;.,: rrj 
the c-pOressor. The power structure has endorsed those Bl*ck Icgccl;: vho 
h^vr* reduced themselves to nothing more than apologizing parrot.-* Vicy 
hrvc r'ivided the so-called black leaders within the political rrcr^:. 
The oppressors sponsor radio programs. give space fn hhoir racist :vr»*o*- 
p^7*c.*". and have shown them luxury enjoyed onjy by the oppresr.oz. Trj 
Clu'^k loaders serve the oppressor by purposely keeping the people s^hsi 
missive and passive ~non-niolent. At any moment that these BO-crWcC S 
Bi-rc'i leaders respond to the cries fcf the suffering and downtroJ'V.i. u 
unetr.oloyed and welfare recipients who hunger for liberation by ar.J 
me^rn necessary* 

Historically, there hace been a few Tllack men who have re-joCvO^ t 
the hrnclouts of the oppressor and who have refused to spread tht o,^;res 
sor!^ treacherous principles of deceit, gradual indoctrination i nU 
brr.im.^shinq, and who have refused to indulge in the criminal ec^ivity 
oT teaching submission, fear, and love for an enemy who hates thr. '-*:— y 
color black and is determined to commit genocide on an xnternatir;ii».l 
ocbl^. ■■ ■ 

There has always existed in the Block colony of Af ro-Ameri cr> n fu 
fundamental differende over which tactics from the broad spectrv.:? 
of alternatives Black people should employ in the 3 r struggle for uctjcniu 
liberation. 

One side of this difference contends that Black people arc : . n t>a 
peculiar position where, in orddr to gain acceptance into the "wrirutreaw 
of American life, they must emplov no tactic that will nnaer the ovjr 
pressor whites* This view holds fiat Black people rorstitute * 
hppeless minority *nd that salvation for Black people 1 i es in develop 
Sncj brotherly rel ationn.Tnere art certain tactics that are tnbt?o, V-o* 
1/^nr^ aqainst the oppressor must >e avoided at all cos-.s becav*:^ the 
oppressor will retaliate with surer j or violence. So Bleck people mny 
protest, but not protect. Thev can complain, but not rvt and ?hoo:. In 
short. Black people mus at al! rost remain non*vioient 

On the other side of then f ference. we find that the point of 
departure is the principle tht the oppressor has ro rights that the o 
oppressor has no rights that :he oppressed is bound to respect. 
Kill the slavcmnster. destroy him utterly, move aginst him with itr.ula 
cble fortitude. BrdpV his oppessive power by any means recessary. 
Ken who have stood before the Slack masses and recommended this reason se 
to the oppression have been bid in fear by the oppressor. The 
Blacks in the colony who were ed to the non-violent alternative 
could not relate to the advoca*s of implacablo opposition tothe 
op>rdssor. Because the oppress^ always prefers to deal with the loc^- 
radieal, i.e.. less danqerous, taikestncn for his subjects. He vou.lO 
prefer v^at his subjects had no svoktsmen *t all. or betteryet, he 
winh03 to npenk for them himself* "Jiab^l to do this practically 
he docs tha fcfti> next best thine, aH endorses spokesmen who will 
allow >im to Bpeak throunh th*m tc the masses Paramount amongcL hie 
imperatives is to see to it Ont itplncoblt spokesmen are never 
elJov/sc to communicate their nwss/je to the nasses. Their opprensor 
will resort to any aeons nccef*ar- to silence the impl^cablcs.

The oppressor looks upon the ondorncd snol esmen ftG a tool to use *qairst 
the implacable:? to Ws'.'p'.'j) the K;Hr;*JOC pasnjve within the p(;-"rptn!4e 
limits of the tactics ho is **npable of ortMninrr The endorsed spnkcs- 
men look upon the oppressor as n guardian nnqel who r^n *lwr-y* 
be depe-ndnd upon to protc-t tip ■; fro^i the sratb of the ipp] arables, 
while he looks upon the implacsblea as dangerous and i rrecpons ibla 
madmen who, by angering the the oppressor, will certainly provoke a 
blood both in which they themselves miqht net washed away. The 
implacables v^cw bothft the oppressors and endorsed leaders as his d 
deadly enemies. If any thing, he bus a more profound hatred for the 
endorsed leaders than ho has for the oppressor himself, because the 
impl arables know a that they can deal with the oppressor only after t 
they have driven the endorsed spokesmen off the scene. 

Historically, the encorsed spokesmen have always hold the upper 
hand on the implacables. in. /\fro-7jAorican history, there are chining 
brief moments When the impl^cablea nave outtnnneu^ored the oppressor 
and the endorsed spokesmen and gained the attention of the Black 
masses. The Black masses, recoqni v.ing the implacables in the depths 
of their despair, respond magnetically to the >mplacables and bestow 
a devotion and loyalty to tnem that frighten 1 * the oppressor and endorsed 
spokesmen into * panic-striken 'frenzy, and they leap into a 
rash act— murder, imprisonment, or bxile — to silence the impiacables 
and to get their show back oh the road. 

The masses of Black people have always been deeply entrenched 
and involved in the basic nerccssitics of life. Tbey have not had time 
to abstract their situation. Abstractions come only with leisure. The 
people have not had the luxury df leisure. Therefore, the people have 
been very aware of the true dcfinifloHof politics: politics are 
merely the desire of individuals and groups to satisfy first, 
their basic needs — food, shelter and clothinc, and securityn 
for themselfos and their loved ones. 

The Black leaders endorsed by the power structure bhttempted to sol 1 
the people the simple -m>nrled theory that politics is holding a 
political'+of ficcr bcina able to move into 6 $40, 000 home; being 
ahfcb aodstfc qclirtiibi!:c^*pG*.tp/e -in » restaurant 'wi lc in fact the 
Black masses have not bei*n able to pay the r*»nt of a ?40.00 rat- in- 
fested ho^el) . 

The B 1 ack leaders have led the doivnuntty to believe that bruta- 
lity and for^e could be ended by subject) nc< the people to this 
very force of celf-sarri f i ei nq demonstrations The Black people 
realize brutality and force *-an only be inflicted if there is sub* 
mission The community has not responded ir the past or in the presert 
to the *bs»»rrt and erroneous dcvvtful tactics of so-called 1 
leqitmabe B! **cV leaders The conmuntiy reaiJ7es th**t force and 
brutality car only be eliminated by counter force through self 
defense. Leaders who have recommended these tactics ha*/c rcer had 
the support *nd following nf the downtrodden black masses who row* 
prise the bulk of the community. Brass roots — the downtrodden of 
the Black community, even thouqh they rejected the h*ndpicked bard- 
kerrh; f heads 
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kerchief haends endorsed bv the power structure the people have 
not hod U'C academic or administrative Vnowiedne to form themselves 
in lorn resistance to the brotalitv. 

Marcus Purvey and Malcolm X were the two B1 nek urn of the twen- 
tieth centurv who posed an ^mp^accfeJe chnJlep<re to both the oppressor 
and the endorsed spokesman that could bo dclnnlt with in any other 
way thon precisely the foul manner recorded ^v hiotorv* Malcolm, 
in our time, stood on the threchbol.d with the oppressor and the endorsed 
spokesmen *nma baa that they couldn't cfet o"t of. Malcolm, implacable 
to thetOtJro^te decrree, held out to the Black masses the historical, 
stupendous victory of Black collective solvation andli Deration 
from the chains of the oppressor and the treacherous embace of 
the endorsed spokesmen. Only vi th the crun were the blnhk masses denied 
this victory But they learned from Malcolm that with the gun, they 
c*n rerapture their dreams and bring them into reality. 

The heirs of Malcolm row stand millions . stror-t on their cornor 
of the triangle, facing athe racist doq oppressor and the soulless 
endorsed spokesmen. The heirs of Malcolm ha 'e picked up the qun rnd 
takina ficst thinqy first are moving to expos© the endorsed 
spokesmen for the Black masses to see them for what they are and 
always have r*oen. The choice offered by the hei r3 of Malcolm to the 
endorsed spokesmen is to repudiate the oppressor and to crswl back to 
their people and earn, a speedy reprieve or face a merciless. Speedy 
and most timely execution for treason and beina too wrong for too 1 
long, ■*■*'*
